He con- 
tended that at the time he purchased 
the property the assesment on im- 
provements was $1200 and while in- 
terior alterations and new plumbing 
had been installed he was under the 
im, ivession that the assessment would 
not be increased. Some comparison: 
wer? drawn and the assessment com- 
pated favorably. It was contended 
thiat the improvements made to the 
house should not have been assessed 
at the full 100 per cent valuation, so 
a@ reduction was ordered. 

The appeal of the Alberta Wheat 
Poo] was then heard. The appellant 
was not present, but a letter had been 
received explaining the case. It was 
disclosed that the annex had been 
constructed in the fall of 1939 and 
was of the balloon tyipe, size 64x30x 
20, 30,000 bushe] capacity. This an 
nex had been assessed in accordance 
with the Alberta Asses:ment Com- 
mission recommendation, and the as- 
sesment was in lie with the asess- 
ment of other elevators of like 
structure, therfore the assessment 
was considered fair and equitable. 

The last appeal was that of tho 
Pioneer Grain Co. Ltd. 'They claimed 
the assessment on the annex was cx- 
cessive. It was disclosed that incor- 
rect measurements had been taken 
by the assessor ‘when meauring the 
annex ‘which had been constructed in 
the fall of 1939. The measw:ement 
taken was 65x34x20, a‘capacity of 
85,000 bushels, where as it was point- 
-ed out the correct measurement 
:should be 64x30x20, 30,000 bushel 

-eapacity, The assessment was ordered 
reduced, 

There being no further appeals th: 
court of revision adjourn2d and a 
regular council meeting then took 
place, The counci] were informed tiat 
the alterations to the doo:s in the 
hall as reommended by the theatre 
inspector had been completed. The 
secretary) was instructed to notify 
the inspector to this effet. A request 
had been received from the Board of 
Trade for two irrigation connections 
to water the new park, The irrigation 
committee were requested to look into 
this matter, 

The health inspector had collected 
samples of the town water and 
the results of the test Had now 
been received stating the water was 
‘satisfactory from a_ bacteriological 
‘and health standpoint. 

A statisfactory price had been se- 
icured from the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
sway for car loads of cinders for the 
streets so the council decided to order 
‘several carloads.

OTTAWA LETTER 
BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 


Last week there was more inform- 
ation neleased and wider publicity 
given to Canada’s War effort. 

The speeding up of the Common- 
wealth Air training plan was de- 
scribed, owing to the overshadow- 
ing emergency caused by the enemy 
allied lines 
equipment, now in use or on order 
jor the Canadian Air Force, and the 
air training plan was diverted to 
the United Kingdom use. 

Air craft ordered by Ottawa in 
April 1939 was on the ocean and was 
ordered back without waiting for the 
British request, 

Largi orders have been placed 
with Canadian and U.S.A, firms to 
replace this aircraft, Destroyers of 
the Canadian navy now are serving 
in British waters to protect England 
and the channel] ports. This is the 
first time the Navy of one of the 
Dominions has (participated in the 
defence of the shores of Great 
Britain, Canadian troops were sev- 
eral times on the point of departing 
from England to the continenta] bat- 
tlefields. They will serve either in 
the defence of Great Britain or in the 
econstucted B.E,F, in France, 

At this War Session there is not 
much time for new legislation but 
the Prime Minister said he would 
make a specia] effort to hiave the ap- 
plication of the Alberta Provincial 
Bank discussed. The bill as intro- 
duced calls for a Board of Directors 
consisting of the Cabinet Ministers 
of the province, One of the cabinet 
shali be the president and another the 
vice-president, The capital stock shall 
be $500,000 and it shall be vested in 
the provincia] treasurer and held for 
use of the province. 

It is recognized in the house that

As for poor old Canada, the land 
of Reversia will probably be coming 
to life after the war is all over, None 
could get a chance to join up until 
recently, because no men were need- 
ed.

One division is now overseas and 
the first time it is in action all the 
men in Canada will be needed to 
make reinforcements for it, In the 
last war about seven men went 
through every battalion. So where 
will the men come from to fill up the 
battalions going into action. And 
another thing, it is claimed that 229,- 
000 more men are unemployed in Can- 
ada than when the war broke out. 
How is that for a country out to 
win the war? 


One thing the war has taught us 
and that is there is no man made 
flan which will guarantee victory to 


either side, The trend the war has 
taken has left the Siegfried sand 
Maginot lines high and dry while

The fearful carnage that is the accompaniment of warfare among the 
belligerent armies on the battlefields of Europe is the subject of shuddering | 
comment daily among the people of this continent. ‘Isn't it awful?” “Isn't | 
it terrible?” are the queries heard as men and women listen to radio reports | 
of the conflict and scan the headlines of the daily newspapers. 

Yet the slaughter which is taking thousands of lives on the highways | 
on this side of the Atlantic, and a growing toll at that, is passed over with- | 
out comment, or with nothing more than a shrug of the shoulder. People | 
have become so used to reports of accidents in which two or three are| 
killed here and three or four lose their lives there, together with a few more

Despite the safety campaigns inaugurated by police forces, motor clubs | 
and groups of citizens who have sufficient facts at their command to appre- | 
ciate the dire peril which attends the motorist when he fares forth on} 
American and Canadian highways, there appears to be no let up in loss of | 
life and limb. On the contrary, recent figures indicate that the menace is)

becoming greater year by year and month by month, Already, before the 
holiday season, when the peak of traffic may be expected, indications are 
that the grim harvester will take a bigger yield on the highways this year 
than in 1939. It is already a matter of record, for instance, that serious 
road accidents in Ontario in February of this year totalled 1,226 as com- 
pared with 806 in the corresponding month a year aso, a startling increase 
of approximately 50 per cent. 

Unfortunately there is nothing to indicate that the situation will not 
become progressively worse as the summer wears towards fall, and insofar 
as the Canadian highway menace is concerned is likely to be accentuated 
with the influx of a much larger number of American tourists who are 
obliged, because of war hazards abroad, to spend their summer vacations 
on the roads of this continent. 

* * 


Roads Or Drivers? 

Very properly the Canadian governments, boards of trade and other 
organizations are doing their utmost to influence the American tourists to 
turn their wheels in the direction of this country this summer. It is a 
traffic which should be encouraged for economic reasons ag well as in the 
interests of cementing the growing friendship between the peoples of the 
two great North American nations. Indeed, freer communication and closer 
contacts between Canadians and citizens of the United States may go a long 
way towards amplifying and encouraging the sympathy which the latter 
feel towards the Allied countries and the principles for which they are fight- 
ing. But, as has already been intimated, there is an element of danger 
which must be avoided, if anything can be done to minimize the risks of the 
road in this country. 

The difficulty is to know what to do about it. Punishments for care- 
lessness and more restrictive legislation do not appear to be the answer 
to the’ problem. Even safety first campaigns conducted through various 
agencies do not seem to be as effective as they might be, although their 
objective, that of awakening the motorist to the consciousness of his re- 
sponsfbility, is all to the good. 

One school of thought interested in the problem has suggested that 
much ‘of the blame for loss of life and limb on the highways should be 
placed on the highways themselves. These authorities assert, and with 
some degree of truth that high speed, high powered and efficient automo- 
biles have outstripped the roads on which they are used. In other words, 
road designing and road construction is not keeping pace with the rapid 
improvements to the automobile. 

On the. other hand there are those who contend, likewise with some 
truth to support their assertions, that the driver is to blame for most of the 
mishaps on the highways. They say that nearly all accidents are the result 
of negligence on the part of the driver and quote statistics and results of 
surveys to show that few accidents are the result of ineffective equipment, 
such as slack brakes, sticking accelerators and the like. They declare that 
what is needed to make the highways safe for travel is re-birth of the 
motorjst—a new spirit on the road.

Two Main Requirements 

It is quite evident that the automobile is efficient and that both the 
highways and the motorists must share the blame for accidents. If acci- 
dents are to be cut down as the volume of traffic continues to grow roads 
and highways must be designed and built to meet, not the immediate 
needs of the present day, but those of the years to come and at the same 
time drivers must be imbued with a greater measure of common sense, 
courtesy and carefulness than have gulded their actions on the roadg in 
the past. 

When modern highways, built to match the requirements of the pres- 
ent day automobile and those of the future, are constructed and the motor- 
ist has acquired more common sense, then, and then only, will the roads of 
the country be really safe.

It is re- 
corded that his work in the critical 
battles of March to October was 
“exceedingly brilliant, but owing to 
its nature brought him less recog- 
nition than waa deserved.” Whether 
there is anything in claim that he 
was actually the thinker for Foch ts 
unknown. : 

General Weygand is essentially an 
attacker rather than a defender of 
given positions. If there is one man 
in France who came through the war 
with a reputation it is he, The 
French mind turns readily to the 
military hero and tiat is the stand- 
ing of Weygand in his own land. His 
mental and physical ability are those 
of a younger man. He thinks and 
plans and acts in high gear. He 
knew every move made in the last 
war, and knows too whether it was 
good, bad or indifferent.

New Technique In Surgery 


Method Is Expected To 
Joining Of Arteries 


Development of a method of blood 
vessel surgery in which sugar rods 
are used as “darning eggs” in sewing 
together the delicate tissues was an- 
nounced at the University of Chi- 
cago. 

The announcement accompanied 
the award of the Harry Ginsburg 
memorial prize to Sidney Smith, Jr., 
university medical student who de- 
veloped the method which scientists 
believe promises to simplify an ex- 
tremely difficult operation. 

Still in its experimental stage and 
thus far confined to animals, the 
method provides a means of sutur- 
ing ruptured blood vessels so simply 
that university scientists said any 
competent surgeon could use it. 

When a housewife darns a torn 
sock, she places a “darning egg’’ be- 
hint the hole to hold the fabric taut 
Jor stitching. With Smith’s surgical 
technique, the two ends of the artery

are threaded on to a slender rod of! 


sugar coated with a thin film of oil 
to support the tissues. 

Thus held together, the two ends 
can be sewn with “over and over” 
stitches. Different size rods are pre- 
pared for different size arteries. 

When the clamps have been re- 
moved and the blood flow resumes, 
the sugar rod dissolves in 10 to 15 
seconds and the circulation proceeds 
normally,

Nazis Charged With Taking Blood 
From Polish Children 

The Paris office of the Polish in- 
formation service, a department of 
the exiled Polish government, said 
“the Germans are taking blood from 
children in occupied Poland for 
transfusion to German wounded sol- 
diers,” 

It added that since the beginning 
of May the drawing of blood oc- 
curred in “rapid and brutal’ opera- 
tiom which “many  under-nourished 
children have not survived.”

Incendiary Powder 


Australian Technical Chemist Makes 
Discovery Of Destructive Element 
Dr. J. R. Atcherley, a Melbourne 

technical chemist, hag discovered an 
incendiary powder which. he claims 
is cheaper and far more destructive 
than a similar preparation reported 
to be in use by the German air 
force. 

The powder, he says, is fired by 
oxidization on contact with the air, 
and by slightly varying its compost- 
tion the time lag before ignition can 
be controlled. 

The powder can be dropped from 
‘planes in light containers, or even 
in canvas satchels, which burst on 
hitting the ground. Its destructive 
force can be increased by releasing 
in the clouds, thus spreading it over 
a wider area. The interval between 
release and ignition can be varied 
from five seconds to five hours, so 
that 'planes can be well clear of the 
area attacked before the powder is 
ignited. 

The powder will burn under water. 

One of the more expensive com- 
ponents of the German equivalent is 
dispensed with, and unlike the Ger- 


man powder, neither fuse nor de- 
tonator is needed to fire it. The 
Royal Australian Air Force is at 


present testing the invention under 
service conditions.—Australian Press 
Bureau.
